CORRESPONDENCE. 


H a n F r a n c is c o , Dec*. 13. 
This morning's dispatches, which 
will have been yours long before this 
reaches you, announce that Governor 
Downey has declined the nomination. 
The Post is advocating very warmly 
the coalition of Independents and 
Democrats, and with a measure of 
success. Independent, like ourselves, 
it is working hard against all mono­ 
polies, burdensome tariffs, land-grabs, 
and unequal taxation of property, 
may mention that many great capital­ 
ists', Friedlaiuler and Chapman in­ 
cluded, are strongly in favor of forcing 
large land-holders to improve their 
property, or pay taxes as though it 
were improved. The mass of the peo­ 
ple are against the property-holder 
who lets land lay idle for years at an 
assessment of $H or $4 an acre, whilst 
demanding $70 or $80from prospecting 
purchasers. 
For years such men have 
cheated the State of its lawful taxes, 
and kept unimproved and unsettled 
some of the best portions of the State. 
Booth’s chances have improved im­ 
mensely the last two days. Five days 
ago his prospects were far from bright, 
but now the political stock market is 
running him up.

Several prominent Senators express 
surprise at the action of the House in 
devoting so much time to debating on 
the salary question when the country 
looks for legislation to relieve her 
present ilnancial embarrassment and 
restore her confidence in monetary af­ 
fairs. The Kenate is ready to enter 011 
legislation at once, and if possible to 
afford the necessary relief before the 
holidays. It is certain there is less 
disposition in the Senate than in the 
House to agitate the salary question. 
There is a general indisposition 
among Congressmen to increase taxa­ 
tion, and it will not he done without 
necessity being shown. No hasty ac­ 
tion is anticipated. The Treasury De­ 
partment is somewhat pressed for 
money, not only by the falling off of 
revenues, but by extraordinary appro­ 
priations of four or five millions for 
naval purposes, and the approach of 
redemption of the twenty million loan 
of 1858. 
H a v a n a , Dec. 14. 
The man-of-war Isabel La Católica, 
returned to this port yesterday. Hhe 
left the Vlrginius in charge of a Span­ 
ish gun boat at Bahia Honda. The 
Spanish steamer Bazan has sailed from 
Santiago for Bahia Honda, with the 
Yirginius prisoners on board, and Is 
expected to arrive at the latter place 
to-morrow. It has been arranged that 
the Vlrginius and her surviving pas­ 
sengers and crew shall be delivered <to 
the Americans at the same time at 
Bahia Honda. Havana has two bat­ 
talions of volunteers on duty for pre­ 
servation of order. The ringleaders of 
the demonstration on Friday night 
has been arrested and will be tried by 
court martial. The Captain General 
in his speech to the volunteers, to-day, 
said he knew all good citizens sided 
with him and would assist in putting 
down any disturbance.

Our Ourrsney' 


The hope that In the natural course 
of events the present condition of our 
finances would be improved, and the 
same currency brought into use in all 
parts of the country, seems to be 
doomed to disappointment. 
It has 
been generally conceded t ha thin cling­ 
ing so tenaciously to the metallic cur­ 
rency on this coast, we have done our 
trade incalculable injury, and retarded 
for years the development of our resour­ 
ces. 
The gradual approach to an 
eqllibrlnm iri gold and greenbacks du­ 
ring the months of October and lío 
vember, leading many to expect a re­ 
sumption of specie payments, ban still­ 
ed for the time being the cry for the 
adoption in this State of the national 
currency, but gold is again rising in 
New York, and we see nothing to in­ 
dicate that its use as a circulating me- 
diumuwill be brought about in any rea­ 
, sonable time. 
Manifestly then we 
must adopt the greenbacks, or contin­ 
ue the Chinese system, that is barring 
out the enterprising men of the east, 
ami excluding from our State the cap­ 
ital that is waiting for investment. 
There are a few who imagine that 
cur comparative escape from the re­ 
cent financial panic is due to our me- 
talic currency. That this is wholly 
erroneous is plain when we reflect 
that this was not a currency panic at 
all, hut that on the contrary, the cur­ 
rency was really appreciated in value. 
Oar relations with the rest of the 
Union are as intimate as those of Iowa 
or Maine, jet we cling to a different 
measure of values, and throw obsta­ 
cles in the way of trade. We expect 
an increase of population, and eapital, 
from the Eást rather than from any 
foreign country, yet we tax every one 
who comes to us, over ten per cent, of 
their whole capital, for the privilege 
of joining in the work of improving 
the State. We do not like the idea of 
legislative tinkering with the finances, 
but this oue thing we do expect of our 
present Assembly, that as far as pos­ 
sible it shall place the State in harmo­ 
ny with the rest of the Union on the 
currency question. 
When we pay taxes to the Federal 
Government, we use greenbacks, but 
our indebtedness to the State must be 
discharged in gold. The Federal offi­ 
cer is paid in currency but the State 
official is paid gold. If we pay a bill 
in the East we exchange our gold for 
greenbacks. If an Eastern man in­ 
vests money here he must trade his 
greenbacks for gold. Not only does 
ibis cause inconvenience, but it entails 
a constant loss. The broker through 
whom the exchange is made has his 
profit on the transaction. If you buy 
greenbacks, you must pay more than 
they are worth, if j'ou sell you must 
take less than their value. It is time 
all these clogs to our business should 
lie removed, and we hope this session 
of our Legislature will not close with­ 
out the passage of a law providing 
that the National currency shall be 
receivable tor all debts owing to the 
State, and all claims against it. Then 
we shall see how long our business 
’ 
men will hold to their antediluvian 
policy. 


The Harbor Question. 


The Express finding that bluster and 
bravado do not pass current for argu­ 
ment, has wonderfully modified its 
position on the harbor question, and 
now proposes light draft steamers as 
the solutiou of the diffiulty. 
We 
should be very glad to see a large fleet 
of such craft plying along our coast, 
laden with the rich products of the 
south, but we desire also to have a 
port that ocean steamers will be able 
to enter, and hope at no distant day, if 
thedictates of common senseare follow­ 
ed, to see such a consummation. Does 
the Express desire nothing better than 
that Los Angeles shall forever remaiu 
a satellite of San Francisco? Has it 
no ambition to see this city in direct 
«communication with the great mar­ 
kets of the world? And yet this Is the 
only result that can flow from wholly 
depending on small light draft vessels. 
Onr suggestion that the road shall 
be extended to the breakwater, will 
have the result of placing us in direct 
communication with the vessels we 
now have. We not only believe that 
this will be better for our interests 
now, but that it will result more fa­ 
vorably in the future. Something can 
be done immediately at making a good 
and safe harbor. 
Place our city In 
easy reach of It, and do away with the 
expense of lighterage, and the increase 
of business will be so great that the 
harbor will steadily be Improved in­ 
ward till the entire distance from the 
sea to Wilmington is lined 
with 
wharves. 
i 


The honesty of «‘legislative official 
at Sacramento, kdtf having been 
charged’with the purchase of postage 
stamps,and neglected to steal the pre­ 
mium on $1,200 coin furnished him to 
pay for them, is commented on favor­ 
ably by the city presa. The dishonesty 
of those fit authority most be aoton- 
ishing, when even the toast deviation 
is thought worthy of exalted com­ 
ía ut. 


Tho Now Chief Justice. 
George H. Williams, of Oregon, the 
newly appointed Chief Justice of the 
United States, Is the ninth person who 
has been named to that high and im­ 
portant place. The first was John Jay 
of New Yojt, appointed by Washing­ 
ton; holding the place from 178ft to 
1706. From 1706 to 1001, it was filled 
by John Rutledge, of South Carolina; 
William Cushing, of Massachusetts; 
Oliver Ellsworth, of Connecticut; and 
again by John Jay, of New York. In 
1801 John Marshall, of Virginia, was 
appointed by Thomas Jefferson, who 
presided over the court with distin­ 
guished honor, until 1835. Roger B. 
Tanej' was then appointed by Presi­ 
dent Jackson, who retained the place 
until 1861; wheu Salmon 1*. Chase was 
appointed by President Lincoln. Now 
President Grant has tendered the place 
to his Attorney-General. 
This^ act 
will not take the country by surprise, 
as Judge Williams was named as 
among the probable recipients of the 
presidential favor. He was born in 
New York; received an academic edu­ 
cation; studied law and was admitted 
to the bar, and then emigrated to 
Iowa. In 1847 he wiis elected judge of 
the first judicial district of Iowa, and 
in 18q3 was appointed Chief Justice of 
the Territory of Oregon by President 
Pierce. He was reappointed by Presi­ 
dent Buchanan, btit resigned. He was 
a member of the State Constitutional 
Convention, and in 1804 was elected to 
the Senate of the United States, taking 
his seat in 1865. He made an honor­ 
able record in the Senate, acting on 
the judiciary, finance, claims and other 
important committees. At the end of 
his senatorial sendee, he took his seat 
in President Grant’s Cabinet, as At­ 
torney-General; and now becomes 
Chief Justice. 


PACIFIC. 
When 
Congress 
granted United 
States bonds to the Union Pacific Rail­ 
road] Company, to assist in building 
that road, It was expressly stipulated 
that the Government should have a 
first mortgage on all the property of 
the company. The 9hrewd financiers 
who managed the Credit Mobiiier soon 
found means of getting rid of this trou­ 
blesome provision, and the first mort­ 
gage became a second mortgage, which 
amounts to just no security at all. 
Pennsylvania Scott has long had the 
reputation of being able to twist Legis­ 
lative bodies around his finger, and 
when he offers to secure the Govern­ 
ment by a mortgage on the Texas Pu- 
eific in return for a loan of national 
aid, we cannot help calling to mind the 
elegant legerdemain by whioh the 
United States was swindled out of its 
security by the Credit Mobiiier. A 
great many of our contemporaries are 
pacific. Some of them pacific towards 
Spain, some Northern’ Pacific, and 
some Southern Pacific, but we hope 
that very few indeed outside of the 
paid organs of the subsidy ring will 
long remain pacific toward the gigan­ 
tic combination which is bearing 
down on Congress for a fresh batch of 
Government bonds. 


How to Soeuro Trade, 


We have frequently urged upon our 
merchants the importance of aiding 
in the construction of good roads, if 
they desire to secure permanently the 
important trade of the interior dis­ 
tricts. We may rely on our favorable 
position, but unless access to our town 
is made easy and sure at all seusons of 
the year, all other advantages will 
prove inadequate. 
There is still an­ 
other means of reaching the mer­ 
chants of the interior towns, and that 
is through a liberal patronage of their 
local press. It is well to keep the ad­ 
vertising columns of the city press 
well filled, but there is also money in 
informing the people through their 
own papers, of the advantages of tra­ 
ding in Los Angeles. Our merchants 
should subscribe for copies of every 
interior paper, and keep their cards in 
a prominent posit ion in their columns. 
Our word for it, they will never regret 
such an investment. 


A N e w s p a p e r that oppposes the 
greenback 
currency 
triumphantly 
points to the fact that legitimate 
banking pays a profit of twenty-two 
per cent. A considerable portion of 
this profit, we take it, arises from the 
repeated exchanges of gold for green­ 
backs and greenbacks for gold, a niee 
little percentage being always charged 
for performing the service. 
It may 
be a good thing for bankers to 
keep capiial out of the country, but 
we imagine the people who arc paying 
high rates of interest for money to 
carry on their business with, would 
hail the raising of our embargo on 
capita], with pleasure.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


L ondon, Dee. 16. 
Tbe steamer Brekton sunk In the 
Mediterranean Sea. Tw’ehtjr-two Uves 
lost. 
A dispatch from Sheffield says that 
city was visited by a terrific storm in 
which a large number were killed. 
An immense chimney fell killing a 
nu mber of persons. In conseq uence of 
the great excitement and crowds in 
the streets, no detalla can be given.

Bunker Hill. 
A little over a year more, and the 
100th anniversary of the Battle of 
Bunker Hill will take place. A little 
baud of heroes, then inaugurated a 
struggle, which brought untold results. 
It is very fitting that their deeds should 
be commemorated.
